I am at Bremen this week in a 
meeting with Pastor Marvin Sted- 
ham at the Baptist church, and to 

spend a few 
days in this pro- 
gressive com- 
munity is some- 
thing to write 
home about.

Bremen is approximately 1,500 
feet above sea level—the highest 
point, I believe, between Atlanta 
and Birmingham. The population 
of the town has doubled in the 
last 10 years. They really have 
got a business town here. The 
clothing business leads the way. 
And there is a pants factory, shirt 
factory, and other substantial in- 
dustries making a pay roll that 
many a town many times the size 
of Bremen would be proud to 
claim. And there is the gasoline 
business, about which I cannot 
write in detail, but which is an 
amazing item within itself. The 
country is further distinguished 
by one of the largest peach or- 
chards in the state. And the bank 
at Bremen is a story itself. 

The retail stores are prosperous. 
They have a bunch of smart mer- 
chants in this town, which cannot

always be said of the merchants !n 
the towns. And if you take a| 
look at the postal receipts, railway | 
express receipts, and freight ship- 
ments, you wonder how a town of 
this size could sustain such rec- 
ords. The Southern and Central 
railways cross here, and I want 
to tell you that they run freight 
trains through this town, not so 
mention the passenger trains. 
But to get to the main thing, it 
made possible all this business 
that I might go on writing about. 
The town is about 50 years old. 
Prior to the establishment of Bre- 
men, immediately following the 
building of the’ railroads, there 
was a community of Germans that 
had come in here and planted 
vineyards from which they made 
wine. When the new community 
was settled, one of those Ger- 
mans named the new community 
Bremen. There are very few of 


the original German families left 
here. 

Bremen is a community of | 
home-owning, home-loving Anglo- 
Saxons. They work. They love 
their work. They love their 
churches and schools and homes. 
Rev. W. H. Boring is pastor of 
the Methodist church, and Rev. 
Rufus. Clifford is pastor of the 
Church of Christ. The church 
buildings are far beyond the av- 
erage for communities of this size, 
as are the schools. They have 
some real leaders in Bremen-—men 
and women who have ability and 
who have done a grand job in try- 
ing to build a community on 
Christian principles. The young- 
er generation is following in the 
steps of their discerning, unselfish 
forebears.
